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1. AUSTRIAN MISSION COUNSELLOR LENNKH INFORMED MISOFF FEB 5 

OF RECENT CALL ON AUSTRIAN PERMREP JANKOWITSCH BY MEMBERS OF 
NORTH KOREAN OBSERVER MISSION (WHOM HE DID NOT IDENTIFY). 
ALTHOUGH MAIN PURPOSE OF CALL WAS TO EXTEND TO JANKOWITSCH 
INVITATION TO VISIT NORTH KOREA, JANKOWITSCH ASKED NORTH 
KOREANS ABOUT FUTURE OF KOREAN ISSUE IN UN. NORTH KOREANS REPLIED 
THAT THEY WATCHING TO SEE WHAT US WILL DO AND THAT THEY DID NOT 
EXPECT US, 'WHICH ENGINEERED HYPOCRITICAL RESOLUTION ", 

ACTUALLY TO PRESS FOR SECURITY COUNCIL CONSIDERATION OF KOREA. 
NORTH KOREANS ADDED THAT THEY WILL MAKE UP THEIR MINDS THIS 
SUMMER ABOUT WHETHER AND, IF SO, IN WHAT FORM TO BRING ISSUE TO 
30TH UNGA. LENNKH SAID THAT NORTH KOREANS INSISTED THAT WITH- 
DRAWAL OF US TROOPS AS WELL AS REMOVAL OF UN FLAG FROM KOREA ARE 
THEIR GOALS. 

2. LENNKH SAID AUSTRIANS HOPE THAT BEFORE OPENING 30TH UNGA; 

US WOULD TAKE LEAD IN FINDING WAY TO REPLACE UN COMMAND AND 
ENDING PERENNIAL UN CONSIDERATION OF KOREAN ISSUE. HE 
URGED US TO CONSIDER SUCH ACTION AS SIMPLY REFRAINING 

FROM APPOINTING NEW UN COMMANDER (MISOFF EXPLAINED WHY ISSUE 
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NOT AS SIMPLE AS THAT.) LENNKH ADDED THAT OTHER NEUTRALS 
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SUCH AS SWEDEN SHARE AUSTRIAN DISLIKE OF PRESSURE GENERATED 
ANNUALLY AT UN TO TAKE SIDES ON KOREAN ISSUE WHICH SHOULD BE 
LEFT TO BOTH KOREAS. LENNKH HINTED THAT IF NO PROGRESS MADE 
BY EARLY SUMMER, AUSTRIA MIGHT SEEK HELP OF OTHER NEUTRALS IN 
PREPARING STATEMENT OR RESOLUTION WHICH COULD SERVE AS BASIS 
FOR CONSENSUS RATHER THAN CONFRONTATION. 

3. MISOFF POINTED OUT THAT, GIVEN INTRANSIGENT OPPOSITION OF OTHER 
SIDE TO SECURITY COUNCIL CONSIDERATION OF KOREA, RAISING ISSUE 
IN COUNCIL AT THIS POINT WOULD LEAD ONLY TO POLEMICAL DEBATE 
AND FURTHER RISE OF TEMPERATURES. MISOFF, HOWEVER, AGREED THAT 
US AND AUSTRIANS SHOULD KEEP IN TOUCH ON KOREAN ISSUE. 
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
